OSWESTRY Chamber of Com¬ 
merce bosses are calling for 
local firms to be used for ma¬ 
jor building projects which are 
set to transform the town. 

The chamber wants to ensure local 
contractors and suppliers are given 
the chance to tender for multi-million 
pound deals for new housing and in¬ 
frastructure. 

Two planning applications for up to 730 
homes on the edge of Oswestry look closer to 
being decided by Shropshire Council after the 
government announced a £9.3 million infra¬ 
structure grant for the area. 

The money will be used to improve Mile End 
and Whittington roundabouts on the Oswestry 
bypass, create a new roundabout to give access 
into the housing land off Shrewsbury Road and

to link the town with a pro- 
posed Innovation Park across 
LJ] the bypass.

local shops and companies. 

“However, there could also be a boost for busi¬ 
nesses during the construction work. 

“I would hope that the developers will at least 
invite tenders from local companies. Who gets 
contracts of course depends on the quality of 
those tenders but local firms should be given 
the chance to apply.” 

Mr Derham was speaking ahead of next 
week’s meeting of the chamber which will out¬ 
line Shropshire Council’s plans for significant 
economic growth in and around the town. 

Guest speakers will be head of economic 
growth at Shropshire Council Gemma Davies, 
the council’s growth programme and strategy 
manager Hayley Owen and the authority’s Dep¬ 
uty Leader Steve Charmley. 

Mr Derham said: “This will be an open meet¬ 
ing and we’d love to see a business full house, 
whether a chamber member or not, for what 
promises to be a vitally important subject for 
every Oswestry business.” 

The meeting takes place on Wednesday next 
week at the Wynnstay Hotel in Oswestry at 
6pm.

LIKE any other 15-year-old Amber Hunt is 
busy revising for her CGSEs. 

But unlike most 15-year-olds Amber has to 
juggle teenage life with another role, that of 
mayoress. 

Thought to be the youngest in Britain, 
Amber stepped up to the role when her fa¬ 
ther, Councillor Vince Hunt, was made Mayor 
of Oswestry. 

With just a couple of months left until she 
steps down, Amber says the role has been re¬ 
warding and revealing. 

“I have met so many different people and 


learnt about the work of different organisa¬ 
tions. I didn’t know so much was happening 
in Oswestry,” she said. 

“We have done so much in the year, at¬ 
tended concerts, opened shops, been to church 
services and dinners and even been in a hot 
air balloon.” 

Amber fits in her mayoress role with Year 11 
studies at The Marches Academy in Oswestry 
where she takes her GCSEs in May. She hopes 
to then go on to the sixth form at The Marches 
to do A-levels in biology, chemistry, maths and 
physics as part of her ambition to become a 


vet. Amber said the negative side of the role 
has been seeing how little credit councillors 
had for the work they do. 

“It really is a lot of work and they get very 
little credit,” she said.

Bosses announce 
further closure of 
maternity unit beds 

HOPES that mothers would be able to 
give birth in Oswestry have been dashed 
again with the announcement the inpa¬ 
tient services at the town’s Midwife Led 
Unit have been further suspended. 

Beds on the ward at the unit have been 
closed since February 9, the sixth tempo¬ 
rary closure this year. 

They were expected to open again last 
weekend but Shropshire and Telford Hos¬ 
pital Trust says the beds will now not reo¬ 
pen until 8am on March 10. 

The unit will remain open between 8am 
and 8pm for antenatal and postnatal ser¬ 
vices but will not be able to accept inpa¬ 
tients. Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery, 
said: “We know the subject of our Midwife 
Led Units continues to be an emotive one 
but this decision is about the choice our 
women are making and about maintaining 
their safety. 

“Women will still have the choice of 
giving birth at other Midwife Led Units 
as well as our consultant led unit. Home 
births will also be maintained during this 
period.” 

The latest closure comes as a national 
expert described controversial proposals to 
halt all births at Shropshire’s rural Mid¬ 
wife Led Units as “shocking”.

PLANS to stop births at Shrop¬ 
shire’s rural midwife-led units 
have been described as “shock¬ 
ing” and “disappointing” by one 
of the country’s leading midwife¬ 
ry experts. 

Mary Newburn, executive manager 
at the Midwifery Unit Network, said 
the service should be provided for 
mothers to give birth close to home. 

However, Shropshire health bosses have 
defended their proposals for the units at 
Oswestry, Bridgnorth and Ludlow, saying 
the plan will offer a sustainable and deliv¬ 
erable service. 

Ms Newburn’s criticism of the plans 
come as health bosses announced inpatient 
services at Oswestry will be further sus¬ 
pended until March 10. 

The suspension follows a series of clo¬ 
sures of the birthing services at the unit. 

Ms Newburn said: “We have been keep¬ 
ing a close watch on the goings-on in Shrop¬ 
shire and are shocked and disappointed by 
the poor management over recent years 
which has simultaneously failed to develop 
and actively run down what were once 
well-established community midwifery 
birth services. We were shocked to hear 
that the Shropshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group plans to close the beds at Oswestry, 
Ludlow and Bridgnorth maternity units.” 

However, health bosses say the planned 
model of care fits the national Better Births 
strategy. Dr Simon Freeman, from Shrop¬ 
shire Clinical Commissioning Group, said: 
“Shropshire CCG has undertaken a review 
of the midwife-led units in Shropshire. The 
review shows that the current model is not 
equitable and, more importantly, is not 
clinically sustainable. We are confident that 
by creating a model which is sustainable 
and deliverable, we will be able to improve 
confidence in the reliability of the service. 
The current service delivery pressures lead 
to intermittent closures of these units, 
causing anxiety for women and staff alike.” 

It has been proposed to hold a public 
consultation over the plans before a final 
decision is taken.

Complaint 
made over 
voyeurism 
claim probe 

A COMPLAINT has been made to a 
police force regarding the handling of 
an investigation into an accusation of 
voyeurism at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

In November, West Mercia Police 
announced it was investigating two 
separate incidents of voyeurism al¬ 
leged to have taken place at the hos¬ 
pital in Gobowen. 

Police said both incidents were his¬ 
toric. 

They were said to have allegedly oc¬ 
curred between 2014 and 2016. 

A man in his 80s was interviewed 
voluntarily by police officers to help 
with their investigation. 

Last week the force confirmed the 
investigation had concluded and no 
further action was being taken. 

An e-mail has revealed that no fur¬ 
ther action is being taken on “eviden¬ 
tial grounds”. 

Now it has emerged that a member 
of the public has made a complaint 
with regards to the handling of the 
investigation. 

A spokeswoman for the police said: 
“West Mercia Police are investigating 
a complaint made by a member of the 
public. 

“This is currently being investi¬ 
gated to understand what the issues 
are. 

“The investigation is in the early 
stages and it would be inappropriate 
to comment further at this time.”

£15 million in store for 
town after BID 'yes' vote

OSWESTRY has voted yes to be¬ 
coming a Business Improvement 
District (BID) - securing £1.5 mil¬ 
lion of funding. 

More than 70 per cent of votes cast 
by eligible businesses voted in favour 
of BID. 

It means businesses within the BID area 
whose rateable value is £12,000 or more 
will have to pay a 1.75 per cent levy on their 
rates over the next five years. 

That money along with any more that 
can be levered in will be used to help the 
economy of the town and attract people to 
visit, live, work and shop in Oswestry. 

Oswestry will become a BID town on 
April 1. 

Ian Follington, chairman of the working 
group which coordinated the development 
of the BID proposal and business plan, 
thanked members who had given up their 
time to work on the proposals over the last 
18 months. We would also like to gratefully 
acknowledge the support and funding of 
the Oswestry Town and Shropshire Coun¬ 
cils,” he said. 

“We would also like to thank our BID 
consultants, Partnerships For Better Busi¬ 
ness, for their patience and hard work 
throughout. 

“Now Oswestry BID enters a new phase 
of activity in preparation for the start date 
of April 1. 

“The group would like to talk to any BID 
members who may be interested in joining 
the board and helping successfully imple¬ 
ment the business plan.” 

Councillors have welcomed the “yes” 
vote with Shropshire Councillor Paul 
Milner saying he hoped to see further de¬ 
velopments, including progress on the 
mothballed Smithfield site. 

Plans to build a supermarket and res¬ 
taurants on the site have stalled. Council¬ 
lor Milner said: “There is so much going 
on with the £9.3 million that has been 
awarded for road improvements, the Inno¬ 
vation Park, the safety measures at Maes- 
bury Road, and also if something happens 
in the future with the Smithfield.”

Bird of prey shot 


A BIRD of prey found dead near a 
well known beauty spot had been 
shot. 

The buzzard, a protected spe¬ 
cies, was found by a walker near 
Llanrhaeadr-ym-Mochnant, near 
Oswestry. 

It was x-rayed by a local vet and 


found to have at least eight pellets 
in its body. 

Police and the RSPB bird charity 
have warned that birds of prey, are 
protected under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act 1981. 

To kill or injure one is a crimi¬ 
nal offence and could result in an

unlimited fine or up to six months 
in jail. Constable Adrian Ward, of 
Dyfed-Powys Police, said: “To treat 
an animal in this way is absolutely 
appalling. 

“Dyfed-Powys Police officers are 
carrying out inquiries into this in¬ 
cident.” 


RSPB investigations liaison of¬ 
ficer Jenny Shelton said: “It is sad 
and concerning to hear that another 
protected bird of prey has been shot. 

“This is a serious problem in 
Wales and the rest of the UK, and 
one which the RSPB employs a spe¬ 
cialist team to tackle.” 


Firm fined £120,000 for 

cellar death at care home

A COMPANY which ran a care home where a wheelchair-bound 
pensioner died after falling down steps to a cellar has been fined 
£ 120 , 000 . 

Michael Ibbetson, 83, suffered a fatal head injury when he fell down the stairs 
at The Court nursing and residential home in West Felton, near Oswestry. 

Akari Care, which ran the care home, denied two allegations of breaching health and 
safety regulations. But a jury at Shrewsbury Crown Court delivered a unanimous guilty

verdict on both counts. 

During the trial, prosecutor James Puzey 
said Mr Ibbetson, a former quarry worker, 
could not be located by staff on the evening 
of February 15, 2015, sparking a search of 
the grounds. 

The pensioner was found at the foot of 
the stairs of the cellar. 

Unsuccessful attempts were made to re¬ 
suscitate him and Mr Ibbetson was found to 
have fractured his skull. 

The prosecution was brought by the 
Health & Safety Executive, which said 
the door to the cellar did not always lock 
properly. The court heard a keypad was 
used to access the cellar and the door was 
fitted with a self-closing mechanism, but 
investigations found it did not always shut 
properly. Following the accident, changes 
were made, which included installing a new 
handrail, door and lock. 

Sentencing the company, Judge Peter 
Barrie said he accepted the firm had taken 
some safety measures and that the door was 
inspected regularly, with nobody finding a 
problem with the lock before the accident. 

He fined the company £120,000 and or¬ 
dered the firm to pay £41,997 costs.

ALMOST 400 responses have been made to 
a survey about plans that would potential¬ 
ly see market traders moved out of their 
home in a town hall. 

A survey was launched earlier this year 
as Welshpool Town Council looks at plans 
to move traders from the market hall on 
Broad Street into wooden huts on Church 
Street car park. 

Market traders have reacted angrily to 
the survey and set up a petition against 
any move. 

The survey came to an end this week and 
Town Clerk Robert Robinson insisted the 
proposals are just ideas, but said the peti¬ 
tion from market traders will be taken into 
consideration. 

He said: “The survey ends in February, 
and we have been asked to consider some 
comments on Facebook about this, but 
these have been abusive comments and we 
won’t be including them. 

“The petition will be considered and we 
have had between 300 and 400 people reply 
to the council survey. 

“The petition is against getting rid of 
the market hall, and the thing is we aren’t 
planning on getting rid of it, we are just 
asking questions about if it should still be 
in the town hall.” 


improving freight transport links by 
overhauling the region’s main roads 
could pump an extra £149 million into 
the economy. 

The vision for transport upgrades in¬ 
cludes major improvements to trunk roads 
including the A5, A49, A483 and A458 both 
in the county and on the Welsh stretches. 

It is hoped that by 2030 major road 
schemes approved will include dualling or 
art-dualling the A5 from north of Shrews- 
ury to Ruabon, A49/A5 Dobbies Island 
junction improvements; a A483 Pant/Lla- 
nymynech bypass; A458 Buttington Cross 
to Wollaston Cross improvements and the 
building of Shrewsbury’s north west relief 
road. Short-term work would include cre¬ 
ating sections of ‘two on one’ roads - short 
sections of carriageway allowing overtaking 
in one direction for between 600 metres and 
two kilometres, creating ‘crawler lanes’. 

The meeting heard these crawler lanes 
and overtaking laybys would enable traffic 
to pass HGVs and agricultural traffic, re¬ 
ducing driver frustration and increasing 
safety, the unveiling said. 

The launch in Welshpool heard that im¬ 
provements to certain key locations could 
also allow for the larger 44-tonne lorries to 
travel across the region. 

The Marches Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship and Growing Mid Wales Partnership 
launched the strategy in Welshpool with 
the Welsh Government, Midlands Connect 
and councils from both sides of the border. 

Paul Hinkins, vice-chairman of the 
Marches LEP, said: “We hope to influence 
the UK and Welsh Governments and look 
forward to more efficient movement of 
freight, reduced costs for businesses and 
reduced negative impacts to people and the 
environment. This is a long-term strategy 
but we are confident we can get the short¬ 
term wins that will improve our roads.” 


GOVERNMENT and business leaders from 
both sides of the Shropshire/Welsh border 
met in Welshpool to give their backing to a 
new road strategy for the area. 

The Marches and Mid Wales Freight 
Strategy was unveiled after a major consul¬ 
tation process involving input from a wide 
range of businesses and local councils. 

Among the plans is a commitment to du¬ 
alling or part-dualling the A5 as it passes 
through the Oswestry area and an bypass 
for Pant and Llanymynech. 

Growing Mid Wales Partnership chair¬ 
man Ellen ap Gwynn, said: “Whether we 
are considering a largely single carriage¬ 
way road network and its impact on journey 


times or reliability, the effect of agricultural 
vehicles on the network or the high levels 
of congestion in towns and villages, the pic¬ 
ture is similar on both sides of the border. 
To make this a reality we all have to con¬ 
tinue to put pressure on our governments 
to work together and understand we are 
growing regions.” 

Haulage operator, Alun Jones welcomed 
the strategy. 

“Operating at the coal face of road trans¬ 
port across Wales, the Marches and beyond, 
we recognise only too well the positive ef¬ 
fect that adopting this strategy could have, 
allowing businesses in the region to grow 
and become more competative,” he said.

I have spent the last few days 
fighting the urge to take my an¬ 
ger out on the keyboard follow¬ 
ing the unbelievable call from an 
American president for the arm¬ 
ing of teachers in the wake of yet 
another school shooting massa¬ 
cre in the States.

The housing shortage is leading to a property crisis The government has set out its housing targets 


No quick fix for housing 
shortage warns expert 


Fixing the housing 
shortage is not as simple 
as it sounds, reports mark 
ANDREWS _ 

AN extra £866 million in gov¬ 
ernment funding to ease the 
housing crisis. Shropshire to 
get an extra £9.3 million for 
road projects to make it easi¬ 
er to build new homes around 
Oswestry. 

And now there are proposals for 
between 10,000 and 13,000 new 
homes in a series of interlinked ‘gar¬ 
den villages’ around Tong in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

A major step to tackling the housing 
crisis? Wayne Holt warns people not to 
expect a quick fix. 

“Trying to build yourself out of a hous¬ 
ing crisis is like trying to dig yourself out 
of a hole,” says the sceptical construc¬ 
tion boss. “Unless you recognise the 
overall picture, this situation won’t be 
remedied.” As executive director of Can- 
nock-based civil engineering consultancy 
Design2e, one would naturally expect 
Mr Holt to be a big advocate of spending 
more money on infrastructure. But while 
he broadly welcomes the Government’s 
announcement, he says the housing crisis 
is an extremely complex issue that will 
not be fixed by money alone. Mr Holt, 
who has worked in the industry for more 
than 30 years, says the problem - par¬ 
ticularly in rural areas such as Shrop¬ 
shire - is caused by a myriad of specific 
issues. 

“Just like the rest of the country, 
Shropshire is in desperate need of af-

fordable housing,” says Mr Holt. “The 
growth of Telford as a ‘new town’ has 
helped to deliver a wide range of new 
properties, but the more rural areas of 
the county require investment. 

“Housing is, on average, less afforda¬ 
ble in rural areas than in urban areas. 
In 2016 the cheapest home in rural 
areas cost 8.3 times average earnings, 
compared with seven times in urban 
areas.” Housing Secretary Sajid Javid 
and Chancellor Philip Hammond an¬ 
nounced that 133 council-led projects 
across the country would receive fund¬ 
ing to support infrastructure work to 
make housing developments viable, to 
speed up the house-building process. 

With the Government committed to 
building 300,000 homes a year by the 
mid-2020s, this is the first wave of fund- 


at Oswestry could help house-building 

ing from the £5 billion Housing Infra¬ 
structure Fund. 

The money will fund infrastruc¬ 
ture projects such as new roads, cycle 
paths, flood defences and land reme¬ 
diation work. In Shropshire, an extra 
£9.3 million has been allocated for road 
improvements and a new footbridge in 
Oswestry, which the Government says 
will “unlock” hundreds of new homes. 
The news has been warmly welcomed 
by Shropshire Council’s deputy leader 
Councillor Steve Charmley, who says 
the improvements will also boost a busi¬ 
ness park proposed for the area around 
the A5 and A483. 

Mr Holt says the investment is cer¬ 
tainly welcome, but warns that even 
if the Government meets its target of 
300,000 new homes every year, there is 


no guarantee they will be the properties 
which people need in the areas where 
they want them. 

He also says this must not come at the 
expense of the maintenance and repairs 
for existing infrastructure. 

“Historically, politicians have ap¬ 
peared infatuated with ‘mega-projects’ 
such as HS2, so it is refreshing to see 
smaller, lower profile initiatives being 
recognised as equally important,” says 
Mr Holt. 

“It’s refreshing to hear the govern¬ 
ment’s plans to invest heavily in infra¬ 
structure to get property developments 
moving, but people must realise there is 
no quick fix to this extremely complex 
housing crisis.” 

Mr Holt says the situation is not 
helped by some of the simplistic talk 
that surrounds the housing shortage. 

“Suggestions that everything will be 
resolved if 300,000 houses are built per 
year are wide of the mark,” he says. 

Paradoxically, he says setting 
house-building targets can actually 
make the problem worse. 

“It is important to remember that 
there are plenty of cities, including 
London, Birmingham and Manchester, 
which are not ‘at capacity’. 

“The issue is many cities are over-sup¬ 
plied with homes that are simply too ex¬ 
pensive. 

“I certainly won’t be the first to say 
this, it is affordable housing that is re¬ 
quired. 

“The problem is, these are also the 
least profitable properties for develop¬ 
ers to build.” 

“This is a long-term problem and 
there really is no easy solution,” he says. 

“Only by addressing each individual 
aspect of the puzzle will we reach a point 
where there is sufficient housing in this 
country. 

“But that is a long, long way off.”

SOCIAL SERVICES SAY I CAN’T CARE FOR GRANDCHILDREN WHO ARE 
IN TEMPORARY FOSTER CARE. CAN I CHALLENGE MY ASSESSMENT? 


Q: Social Services have started court proceeding in respect of my grandchildren and they have been placed in foster care. I desperately want 
them to come and live with me but I have been negatively assessed by Social Services because they don’t think I am able to care for them. I don’t 
agree with the assessment and I think a lot of positive factors have been ignored. What can I do? 

A: Grandparents often play a huge role in the upbringing of a child and they should not be dismissed easily as potential carers for children. When 
Social Services commence care proceedings they have a duty to look at the whether there are any extended family members who could care for 
a child and once a potential carer is identified Social Services will carry out an initial assessment. 

Whilst your assessment is negative, that does not mean that you cannot challenge it. It may be that the assessment is unbalanced, has ignored 
important factors or that it has only considered you as a foster carer when there are in fact other different legal orders which could allow you to 
care for your grandchildren. 


If you wish to challenge the assessment and apply to the Court for an order you will need the permission of the Court. When considering whether 
or not to give you permission to apply for such an Order, the Court will look at specific factors, including the connection between you and your 
grandchildren and whether your application may in any way be detrimental to the children. As a grandparent, you are not automatically entitled 
to legal aid but it is available in some instances. It would therefore be beneficial to contact an experienced family lawyer who can advise you.

Gym user suffers 
a cardiac arrest 

A MAN suffered a cardiac arrest in a 
gym. 

The man was in the gym at The 
Venue at Park Hall on Burma Road 
near Oswestry when emergency 
services were called at 11.47am on 
Wednesday last week. 

A land ambulance, a rapid response 
paramedic and a first responder were 
all called to The Venue, the home of 
The New Saints Football Club. 

Staff at The Venue had gone to the 
aid of the man, and when paramedics 
arrived they found the man in cardiac 
arrest. 

A defibrillator had been used to re¬ 
start the man’s heart. 

Following that he was taken by 
Midland Air Ambulance, that arrived 
from Cosford, to the Royal Stoke Uni¬ 
versity Hospital. 

Pair admit to 
drugs allegations 

TWO men have changed their pleas 
and admitted a charge of conspiring 
to produce and supply cannabis. 

In September of last year, defend¬ 
ants Simon King and Lee Alexander 
appeared in the dock at Mold Crown 
Court and pleaded not guilty to con¬ 
spiring to produce and supply can¬ 
nabis between December 2011 and 
January of last year. The two of them 
also denied money laundering, con¬ 
verting £806,586 of cash which is said 
to be the proceeds of criminal con¬ 
duct. King, aged 46, of Rhydloes Mill 
at Llansilin, near Oswestry and Alex¬ 
ander, 34, of Queen’s Road in Chester 
but now said to be living in Stafford, 
changed their pleas and admitted both 
charges. But in their basis of plea, 
they said that the money laundering 
amounted to between £350,000 and 
£400,000. They will be sentenced at a 
later date.

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Chance to 
have a say 
on village's 
art project

Shaun Fisher, a committee member 
at the memorial hall said: “This initi¬ 
ative will allow the greatest possible 
input from the local community. 

“Everyone in the village will be in¬ 
vited to meet Neil and make sugges¬ 
tions for the artwork. 

“The mural will be made as a ce¬ 
ramic stoneware sculptural relief 
which will give it texture and defini¬ 
tion.” 

The hall will be looking to raise 
funds for the new artwork through 
grants, local business support and in¬ 
dividual donations.

Attraction 'could close 
if new plan is rejected'

A TOP tourist attraction could 
close if a new retrospective 
planning application is rejected, 
bosses have warned. 

The British Ironwork Centre near 
Oswestry submitted an application for 
planning permission more than two 
years ago after it was revealed the site 
was developed without the proper per¬ 
mission. 

The application requested permission 
for the current site, and then added extra 
attractions including a visitor train route, 
a nature reserve, a farm shop and camping 
and glamping. 

However Shropshire Council planners 
invited the centre to withdraw the appli¬ 
cation and to just re-submit an application 
with what is already at the site. Centre 
chairman Clive Knowles revealed the ap¬ 
plication will be submitted at the end of 
March, and admitted if it is rejected, it 
could finish the centre. 

He said: “We have had 12 weeks to 
re-submit the application and it will go in at 
the end of March. We have had to take off a 
lot of the ambitious plans and just apply for 
permission for what we are, not for the fu¬ 
ture. We are a five star free attraction, and 
it is hard not being able to improve facili¬ 
ties. We are applying for what we have, and 
then if it is rejected then it may finish us.” 

In December, Mr Knowles revealed the 
cost of the planning saga had run into six 
figures. 

He said: “We are desperate to finish the 
planning process and feel that living and 
operating under the threat of closure for so 
long is beginning to tell.”

She was 
treated for back pain and taken 
to the Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal for further treatment.” 

Llanfyllin High School closed 
early on Tuesday and some re¬ 
cycling collections were can¬ 
celled by Powys County Council 
in rural areas as the tempera¬ 
ture fell. The Met Office issued 
upgraded amber warnings on 
Tuesday for snow in the West 
Midlands, including Shropshire, 
until Saturday.

Youngsters 
had knives 

CHILDREN as young as eight have 
been caught carrying knives in the re¬ 
gion according to new figures. 

Dyfed-Powys Police dealt with an 
eight year old carrying a bladed article 
between 2012 and 2016, with South 
Wales Police seizing a pistol and a 
handgun from children at school in 
2015 and 2017. 

In West Mercia, 31 children under 
the age of 18 were found with a bladed 
article or knife in school between 2012 
and 2016, with one child as young as 
nine. Elsewhere in the county, a study 
has shown that 4,290 children had 
armed themselves with knives in 12 
months up to last June. 

Alarm raised on 
counterfeit toys 

PARENTS are being warned to be on 
their guard against counterfeit and 
unsafe toys after tests revealed some 
contained harmful levels of chemicals. 

Powys County Council’s Trading 
Standards Service says counterfeit 
toys have been found on sale in the 
UK, leaving children exposed to po¬ 
tentially toxic chemicals and at risk of 
choking. An estimated 10-12 per cent 
of toys sold in the UK during 2017 
were counterfeit, with L.O.L. Sur¬ 
prise! Dolls and Fingerlings among 
the most counterfeited last year.

woman admits to 
fraud allegation 

A WOMAN has pleaded guilty to de¬ 
frauding a company she worked for 
but claims she was coerced into it by 
her son. 

Ann Jones, of Heritage Way, Llany- 
mynech, near Oswestry, is accused of 
unlawfully taking £126,892 between 
March 2013 and May 2016, while 
working as an account manager at 
Jim Dorricott Construction Ltd in 
Shrewsbury. The 58-year-old pleaded 
guilty but said she was coerced by her 
son, Craig Smith. 

Smith, 35, of Balfour Close, North¬ 
ampton, also pleaded guilty to acting 
together with his mother to acquire 
criminal property - £33,774 in cash - 
but does not accept his mother was co¬ 
erced. Jones also says she did not take 
all of the money alleged. The basis of 
plea was not accepted by the prose¬ 
cution and the case will come back to 
court on April 6.

Council saving 
£43 million to 
balance books 

SHROPSHIRE Council says it will deliv¬ 
er £43 million of savings over the next six 
years in a bid to plug its financial black 
hole. 

Members of the authority’s cabinet 
approved an updated financial strategy, 
which includes new multi-million pound 
savings designed to help the council bal¬ 
ance its books. 

However, despite significant progress 
the report showed there was still a fund¬ 
ing shortfall this year of more than £20m 
which increases to £27,227,518 in 2022/23. 
When cabinet met in January, it predicted 
a shortfall of £59,270,364 by 2022/23. 

One-off grants and money from council 
reserves will be used to meet the £20m 
shortfall and balance the budget next year. 

Council leader Peter Nutting said the au¬ 
thority was working hard to get the budget 
under control. 

He said: “We’re now getting to a situa¬ 
tion where it looks like we are okay for the 
next three years. 

“There is still a little bit of an issue after 
that but I do think we’re in a pretty good 
position now. 

“Of course we would love the govern¬ 
ment to give us another £20m or £30m, 
which we think we deserve, but the good 
news is that it is getting better.” 

National win is

A BUSINESS that began in Shropshire is 
celebrating after winning a prestigious re¬ 
gional business award.

Family’s big move means they have access 
to hospice’s vital help on their doorstep 


A 12-year-old girl used to have to take on a 120- 
mile round trip with her family to access vital 
support at Hope House Children’s Hospice at 
Morda near Oswestry. 

However, now Ava Peers-Davies and her fam¬ 
ily, from Colwyn Bay, North Wales, have moved 
to Oswestry thanks to a newly built home from 
The Wrekin Housing Trust, and their life has 
changed for the better. 

Ava, along with her parents Emma and 
George Davies, and her six-year-old brother 
Luca, moved into a newly built home on the 
former Richard Burbidge Stair Manufacturing 
business on Whittington Road. 

Ava’s mother Emma said: “For years I’ve 
said I wanted us to move, but it seemed like it 
would be a big upheaval.

“However, the move has been fantastic. The 
Wrekin Housing Trust allocated us a three 
bedroom property in Cornovii Gardens and 
everything about the house is wonderful. 

“We have a lovely flat back garden that Ava 
can access, we can also park right at the front 
of the property, which means we can get her in 
and out of the house more easily. 

“Even the front door is wider to accommo¬ 
date her wheelchair. I can’t sing their praises 
enough - we definitely made the right move.” 

Ava has Down’s syndrome with a complex 
cardiac condition and she breathes through a 
tracheostomy. She also has a wide cleft palate, 


which means there is no roof to her mouth, so 
she is fed by a tube into her stomach. 

She can’t walk or talk and her level of un¬ 
derstanding is the same as a toddler’s, and her 
communication is very limited. 

Emma, who is a full time carer for her daugh¬ 
ter along with her husband, added: “Ava has 
been going to Hope House for almost seven 
years. A lot of people think that you go to a hos¬ 
pice to die but they give you support through¬ 
out the child’s life. 

“Ava’s care doesn’t change over 24 hours - it 
is hard and means we suffer from sleep depriva¬ 
tion. Ava stays in Hope House 12 nights a year 
and benefits greatly from the day care that they 
are able to offer her now that we live locally, 
which allows us to spend quality time with 


Luca. It is hard for Luca because Ava’s condi¬ 
tion means we can’t do general family activities 
and so these breaks mean Luca can spend time 
doing the things he wants to do.” 

Hope House also provides sibling support 
where they take children like Luca out on 
trips and visit him at his school. Emma said 
that expecting the hospice nurses to come out 
to Colwyn Bay seemed too much, and they are 
pleased they were able to move house so easily. 
She added: “When you find yourself in this sit¬ 
uation and you don’t have a support network 
around you it is easy to feel isolated. 

“Hope House is like our family and it is 
fantastic to now have them just five minutes 
around the corner, we can’t thank The Wrekin 
Housing Trust enough.” 


Lock ranked as one of the 
busiest on the waterways

IT may look like a peaceful, idyllic 
spot but New Marton lock on a ca¬ 
nal in Shropshire has been named 
the second busiest in Britain. 

Last year the lock, tucked away in the 
countryside between Oswestry and Elles¬ 
mere, was used 8,831 times by boaters on 
the Llangollen Canal. 

Three others close to the county border also 
make it into the top 10 busiest locks in Britain. 

The annual survey of lock usage, published 
by the Canal & River Trust charity, showed 
North Wales and Borders canals among the 
busiest in the country. 

The Llangollen Canal and the Shropshire 
Union Canal have two locks each included in 
the top eight of the national lock movements 
league table - proving both canals continue to 
be hot spot destinations for boaters. 

In 2017, the trust recorded a total of 3.8 
million lockages, across 1,586 working locks, 
dotted along the 2,000 miles of waterways in 
England and Wales cared for by the Canal & 
River Trust. 

Average 

The trust’s average lock holds 123,000 litres 
of water, equivalent to 492,000 cups of tea or 
820 bathtubs. Each lockage measures a full 
cycle of emptying and filling a lock. 

Once again the busiest lock last year was 
Hillmorton Lock on the Oxford Canal. But 
coming a close second, with 8,831 lockages, was 
New Marton Lock. 

Cholmondeston and Wardle Locks on the 
Shropshire Union Canal were ranked third and 
fifth respectively while eighth popular on the 
list was Hurleston, Lock One on the Llangollen 
waterway. 

David Baldacchino, Canal & River Trust wa¬ 
terway manager for North Wales and Borders, 
said: “The Llangollen and Shropshire Union 
canals are two of the most beautiful man-made 
waterways in Britain. They offer boaters a wide 
variety of rural scenery from rolling pastures to 
dramatic hills. 

“There is also the chance to cruise across 
stunning structures like Pontcysyllte and Chirk 
Aqueducts, part of a UNESCO World Heritage 
Site. 

“The lock statistics provide us with a great 
measure for how many boaters are using spe¬ 
cific canals. 

“There are currently more boats using the 
network than at any time in history.” 


IT looks more like a giant bat than a bird. 

This spectacular photo of a cormorant tak¬ 
ing off from a Shropshire canal was taken by 
Graham Mitchell on one of his regular walks 
around the beauty spots of the Oswestry area. 

He spotted the black bird on the Montgom¬ 
ery Canal close to the Aston Locks near Queens 
Head. 

Mr Mitchell said the arrival of the species, 
hated by anglers because of the number of fish 
they take from waterways, proved that wildlife 
along the canal was thriving. 

“It was very close to the new nature reserve 


that is being built alongside the Montgomery 
Canal,” he said. 

“I walk along there frequently and it is the 
first time I have seen a cormorant. They fas¬ 
cinate me as they look more like a bat than a 
bird. There is something very prehistoric about 
them. 

“That part of the canal is teeming with wild¬ 
life. 

“I will often spot a kingfisher and I saw a 
spotted woodpecker in the trees recently.” 

The new nature reserve is part of a £4 mil¬ 
lion project to restore the canal to a fully-usa- 


ble waterway for boaters for the first time in 
80 years. 

The work is being carried out by the Canal 
and River Trust and is being funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and the European Re¬ 
gional Development Fund. It is also being sup¬ 
ported by the Montgomery Canal Partnership. 

Rare aquatic plants have helped the canal 
to be designated a Site of Special Scientific In¬ 
terest. The new seven-acre nature site within 
the existing Aston Lock reserve will allow the 
plants to thrive when narrowboats start using 
the section of canal. 


Preparations are finalised for major careers festival

second Powys Careers Festival which takes 
place at Builth Wells. 

Organised by the Positive Pathways Powys 
Group, the event pulls together employers, 
universities and colleges as well as a range of 
other organisations to offer young Powys stu¬ 
dents an insight into the opportunities which 
await them. 

Keynote speaker at this year’s festival is the 
2016 winner of the BBC TV Apprentice series, 
Alana Spencer. 


Visitors to the festival will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak to some 100 exhibitors at the 
festival, which takes place on Wednesday next 
week. 

Chair of the group, Jackie Parker said: “We 
are really looking forward to the 2018 festival. 

“Last year’s was a great success with some 
2,500 young people from across Powys attend¬ 
ing and this year we are expecting even more 
and we want it to be even better.

'red lines' on 
UK Brexit deal 

A GROUP of Eurosceptic Conservatives, 
including three Shropshire MPs, have 
written to the Prime Minister setting out 
a series of “red lines” for Brexit. 

Shrewsbury & Atcham MP Daniel Ka- 
wczynski, Telford’s Lucy Allan and North 
Shropshire MP Owen Paterson are among 
62 Conservative politicians who have 
signed a letter from the pro-Brexit Euro¬ 
pean Research Group setting out their de¬ 
mands for any trade deal between Britain 
and the European Union. 

The 62 MPs, led by Jacob Rees-Mogg, 
insist the UK must retain “full regulatory 
autonomy” after it leaves the EU and must 
be free to sign trade agreements with other 
countries during the transition period. 

Mr Paterson is one of four ex-Cabinet 
ministers who have signed the letter, along 
with former international development 
secretary Priti Patel, former Welsh secre¬ 
tary John Redwood, and ex work and pen¬ 
sions secretary Iain Duncan Smith. 

Other signatories include Bridgnorth- 
based eurosceptic Sir Bill Cash, who is MP 
for Stone, North Herefordshire’s Bill Wig- 
gin, and Walsall North MP Eddie Hughes. 

The letter is significant because if the 62 
MPs fail to back a deal agreed between the 
Prime Minister and the European Union, it 
would leave Mrs May depending on support 
from Labour to get the deal through the 
Commons.

Council legal experts to launch probe into 
£80,000 grant to The New Saints football club 


SHROPSHIRE Council is set to conduct an in¬ 
vestigation into an £80,000 grant given to The 
New Saints football club. 

A private investigation revealed last month 
that The New Saints FC in Oswestry were 
handed a grant to build new seating at their 
Park Hall ground to allow them to play in Eu¬ 
ropean competitions. 

Information from private investigator Paul 
Wiseman was passed to the town council and 
it was alleged the club had failed to pay back 
£16,000 a year for five years. 

TNS said at the time they had “met their 
outcomes and objectives” with regards to the 
legacy grant and last week Ian Williams, chief 
operating officer at the club, insisted the club 
had done nothing wrong.

Now Shropshire Council Leader Peter Nut¬ 
ting has said the council’s chief executive and 
its legal team are looking into the grant. 

He said: “If we need to, we are quite happy 
to send an invoice to TNS and say ‘You owe us 
£80,000 and we want it back’ but we need to be 
sure of our grounds before we do that. 

“We need someone with a legal background 
to really understand it and that is why the chief 
exec and legal team are looking at it.” 

Last week Mr Williams said the money 
awarded to the Saints was from Shropshire 
Council’s £3.5 million market towns revitalisa¬ 
tion programme. 


The £80,000 was awarded, and the agree¬ 
ment was that the club could be asked to pay 
back the money under certain conditions in 
the form of agreed grants from January 2013, 
to the Oswestry Joint Economic Board, which 
would identify projects in the town. 

A condition was that the club would be in¬ 
volved in discussions to review funding appli¬ 
cations to the board. 

Initially the board did not include the foot¬ 
ball club, which was in the terms of the grant 
agreement, and went on to approve schemes. 

However despite not being involved, the club 
agreed to reimburse the council on the under¬ 
standing they would be involved in a more ac¬ 
tive role. 

But that never happened, as Mr Williams 


explained: “Unfortunately for the people of 
Oswestry, the OEB never met again and, 
under the terms of the original agreement with 
Shropshire Council, this forward thinking pro¬ 
gramme came to an end last month, five years 
after it started, so the opportunity for local or¬ 
ganisations to apply for funding has been lost. 

“From the club’s point of view this is a real 
pity as we were keen for this programme to 
work and were looking forward to playing a 
pro-active role in identifying projects and help¬ 
ing them to be realised for the benefit of the 
town. 

“Looking at the Market Town Revitalisation 
Programme now it is believed that TNS FC was 
the only organisation to receive a grant which 
had to pay the money back to benefit the town.”

PEOPLE packed out Oswestry 
Cricket Club for the launch of the 
town’s sports network, Good to 
Great. 

It aims to support talented teenagers 
- nominated by their club or school as 
athletes who could achieve great things 
in their sport - and their parents and 
coaches. 

For the network launch evening, more than 
80 people crowded into the club to hear an in¬ 
spirational presentation from Paralympic med¬ 
allist, Nick Beighton. 

Nick explained that he had been a sporty 
child at school and, after falling in love with 
climbing, including in the Himalayas, he came 
to identify himself as an adventurer. 

When he joined the army and worked in the 
challenging conditions in Afghanistan, Nick 
stood on a landmine and sustained multiple 
life-threatening injuries, including losing both 
legs. 

Presentation 

As well as Nick’s presentation, Rob Walker, 
chairman of Oswestry Sports Forum, explained 
why Oswestry Sports Forum was launching the 
Good to Great Network. 

Then Stuart Manford, who instigated the 
idea, described his journey from swimming for 
Oswestry Otters to representing his country in 
the Commonwealth Games. 

Stuart explained that the forum is a volun¬ 
tary organisation run by volunteers from local 
sports clubs. 

When he returned to the Oswestry area, he 
wanted to give something back to local sport. 

Through Oswestry Sports Forum, he hopes 
to develop a strong network where young as¬ 
piring athletes and their families can support 
each other and benefit from a series of quar¬ 
terly talks from experts, on subjects which are 
relevant across all sports. 

The next meeting will be in mid June. 

That will be a talk on sports psychology by a 
specialist from Loughborough University.

Inspector delivers damning reporton children's home 


A CHILDREN’S care home smelled of urine, 
had broken furniture in every room and the 
children were highly sexualised, a Government 
inspector found. 

Officials from Ofsted visited the home, which 
can not be identified, in January and rated it 
as inadequate. Social care inspector Dawn Ben¬ 
nett visited the home, which is in Shropshire, 
and heard that police had been called when 
staff could not cope. 

In her report, Mrs Bennett said: “Children 
use highly sexualised language, gestures and 


inappropriate touching towards each other and 
staff. 

“A lack of guidance from staff means that 
their interventions are unsuccessful. 

“Staff are managing the environment by sep¬ 
arating the children. 

“This strategy has not been successful and 
the police have been called to resolve issues 
that staff can not manage.” 

She added: “Staff have still not been provided 
with training and they do not have the skills to 
manage relationships between the children to 


prevent them from harming each other.” She 
found that the home’s staff failed to develop 
positive relationships with the children, who 
have emotional and behavioural problems, and 
said they were more influenced by each other 
than by the staff team. 

She added: “Six out of 13 staff have not at¬ 
tended fire training. Staff do not ensure that 
children use the internet safely.” 

Mrs Bennett continued: “Staff are currently 
sleeping in a room that smells of damp. A 
currently unoccupied child’s bedroom smells 


strongly of urine. The house is not homely or 
welcoming. Furniture is broken in every room. 
There are very few pictures on the walls. As 
a result, children do not live in a comfortable, 
nurturing environment.” She also found that 
medication was not stored securely and that 
care plans, education and healthcare plans and 
minutes of reviews are not available to staff or 
children. A spokesman for the firm that runs 
the home said: “The home now has a new man¬ 
ager and all areas found to be of poor quality 
have now been dealt with.”

It's an age-old tale 
of fun for Quartet 


t has an all-star cast. Quartet 
features Paul Nicholas, Wendi 
Peters, Sue Holderness and Jeff 
Rawle and tells the charming tale 
of four ageing opera singers. The 
show, which opens at Birmingham’s 
REP on Tuesday and runs until March 
10, tells the story of Cecily, Reggie and 
Wilfred, who reside in a magnificent 
retirement home in Kent. 

The rumour circling the halls is that the home is soon 
to play host to a new resident. Word is, it’s a star. Jean 
arrives and old rivalries resurface, secrets are revealed 
and chaos unfolds, but in true theatrical tradition - the 
show must go on. 

Paul Nicholas is best known for his work in The Real 
Marigold Hotel and Just Good Friends, Wendi Peters 
starred in Coronation Street and Oh What A Lovely War!, 
Sue Holderness played Marlene in Only Fools and Horses 
and The Green Green Grass while Jeff Rawle became 
a household name in Harry Potter and Drop The Dead 
Donkey. 

Their work in the new revival of the bitter-sweet comedy 
has dazzled critics. Quartet was created by the Oscar- 
winning writer Sir Ronald Harwood and is a celebration 
of the twilight years and the hilarity of growing old 
disgracefully. 

The character who causes the disruption at the Kentish 
retirement home is played by Sue Holderness, who 
featured alongside Boycie in Only Fools and Horses.

She says: “My character in Quartet, Jean Horton, was 
a major star in the world of opera. In her heyday she was 
known as one of the finest sopranos of her generation. 
She retired very early, apparently to settle down and 
spend time with her children. 

“We discover during the play that there was rather 
more to it than that. She is a diva. She still thinks 
of herself as a major star and expects all those 
around her to jump to her every whim. She’s 
really rather a monster - so thrilling to play. 

“The four characters are very different and 
seeing them interacting is great fun. Ronald 
Harwood is the most wonderful writer. I’ve 
been blessed in my career to be offered roles 
written by some of the very finest writers - Alan 
Ayckbourn, George Bernard Shaw, Terence 
Rattigan and, of course, the genius John Sullivan. 

Ronald Harwood is up there with the best of 
them.” 

She relates to the play because it 
focuses on the ageing process. “You 
ask me to give advice about the hilarity 
of growing old! Much of it isn’t hilarious 
at all. Bits of you start to creak and 
the memory goes walkabout. My 
character in this is waiting for a new 
hip and is in constant pain, which 
probably accounts for some of her 
grumpiness. But my advice would 
simply be to keep going. Walk a lot, 
eat well and laugh. Laughter really 
is the best medicine - so come and 
see Quartet.” 

Actor Paul Nicholas has been 
enjoying working with his fellow 
cast and is happy to be on the 
road. 

“It helps that we’re playing old 
people, other than Wendi who’ 
a child. If you’re working with 
slightly more mature actors 
they’ve been there and done 
it all, so it’s a bit more easy¬ 
going.”

stumbled upon Quartet. 

“I was looking to do something for an older 
guy and I came across this play. I thought it 
was excellent and very well written.

“I saw the film when it first came out and again when 
we started rehearsals; I was pleasantly surprised at how 
different they are. The film is beautiful and very gentle ... 
the play is outright funny! 

“We’re laughing at bits ourselves, and we had a select 
audience the other day and were thrilled at how much 
they were laughing out loud. There probably isn’t a page 
of dialogue that goes by without a big laugh.” 

Jeff Rawle, meanwhile, thinks the comedy is touching. 
“It’s very funny because the whole point is that they’re 
ageing opera singers who were successful in their day 
so they’re all highly individual and eccentric people, all 
together in various states of decay. In some ways, they’re 
starting to return to their childhoods and their past has 
become very important to them. 

“I think people living with older parents, or who are 
getting old themselves, will recognise the traits - but 
they’re dealt with great humour. It’s very well written.”

Ex-school headmaster sparks social media 
debate about ‘entitled and spoiled’ pupils 


Planners back 27 
proposal for 17 
flats in town 


A FORMER Oswestry headmaster has caused a 
social media storm after describing some of to¬ 
day’s school-leavers as “mollycoddled, entitled 
and spoiled”. 

Douglas Robb, the former headteacher of 
Oswestry School, sparked controversy after 
a blog in which he said pupils “had been en¬ 
couraged by governments to believe that they 
deserve ‘more’ than their parents and grand¬ 
parents had”. 

Mr Robb was headteacher of Oswestry School 
for four years until 2014, until taking a job at 
Gresham School in Norfolk, whose past pupils 
include actress Olivia Coleman and composer 
Benjamin Britten. 

The blog on the school’s website included job 
interview advice, but Mr Robb also admitted he

worried some youngsters look down their noses 
at certain vocations. 

In the blog, he said: “Among this generation 
there is an underlying sense of entitlement. 

“I don’t blame them. 

“They have been advertised to since birth; 
they have had credit and loans on a plate; they 
have been overly molly-coddled; and they have 
been overwhelmed by a strange combination 
of fictional sit-com characters, reality TV and 
social media stars, who paint a picture of per¬ 
fection to be achieved. 

“They have even been encouraged by govern¬ 
ments to believe that they deserve ‘more’ than 


their parents and grandparents had. I would 
encourage young people to be grateful for the 
work opportunities they are given and to throw 
themselves into each task and take pride in 
working to the best of their ability.” 

His comments prompted a backlash from 
students. 

Negative 

One former student, Rebecca Lawrence 
called his comments negative and worthless. 

She said: “Negative stereotypes of millenni- 
als are two-a-penny and you don’t have to look 
far to find the source. 

“It’s disheartening for anyone to hear. 

“Maybe children at his school are privileged 
and so are more entitled but he shouldn’t gen¬ 


eralise our generation from a few.” Other peo¬ 
ple joined in the row on social media, but Mr 
Robb defended his arguments. 

He said saying students shouldn’t leave 
school thinking that a one-in-a-million-job will 
present itself straight away. 

He added: “It is now well documented that 
employers have noticed a trend where young 
people seem ill-prepared for the requirements 
of the working day, despite boasting an impres¬ 
sive academic education. 

“I don’t think all students should leave 
school thinking that their one-in-a-million job 
is going to present itself straight away. 

“It takes hard work and determination for 
most of us to secure a job in which we are truly 
satisfied.” 


Developers outline road 
plans for housing schemes

THERE should be just one spine 
road through Oswestry’s new urban 
extension to ensure a good traffic 
flow, developers say. 

Two landowners - both major home 
builders - are applying for planning per¬ 
mission to build about 700 homes on land 
next to the Oswestry bypass. 

The agricultural land has been designated 
as the town’s Sustainable Urban Extension 
(SUE). 

Last month the government announced a 
£9.3million grant from its housing infrastruc¬ 
ture fund to improve two traffic islands on the 
bypass, create a new roundabout on Shrews¬ 
bury Road and for a bridge joining the proposed 
housing developments to an Innovation Park 
across the bypass. People already living on 
housing estates in eastern Oswestry say they 
fear the amount of traffic that the new houses 
will generate will choke local residential roads. 

Permission 

Now the two developers, J Ross Develop¬ 
ments and Jennings Estates, who are applying 
for outline planning permission, have written 
to Shropshire Council to say that their individ¬ 
ual housing schemes can be joined by a single 
spur road. J Ross Developments has applied to 
built up to 600 homes on the largest part of the 
land, between the bypass, Shrewsbury Road 
and Oswestry Leisure Centre while Jennings 
Estates wants to build up to 130 on the north 
eastern part of the site. 

Paul Shuker, a consultant acting for J Ross 
Developments, said: “We believe that the spine 
road has to be continuous throughout the SUE 
to ensure that it delivers the aspirations of the 
allocation.” Planning consultant for Jennings 
Estates, Penny Bicknell, said: “We too believe 
that the spine road has to be continuous and 
have discussed this at length with Shropshire 
Council. 

“Our client is ensuring that this is delivered 
through land it controls allowing the master- 
plan to be brought forward comprehensively.” 

A transport assessment by consultants 
Mosaic, for Jennings Estates, says that the 
planned 130 homes would be served from Mid¬ 
dleton Road. It says there is shift away from 
private to public transport and points to the 
bus route along Middleton Road. 

The two planning applications still have to 
go to Shropshire’s north planning committee 
for a decision. 


IT was an illicit war-time love affair that could 
have been lost to the sands of time but now a 
diamond ring has been created to immortalise 
the story. 

Hundreds of Shropshire residents have come 
together to make sure the then-forbidden rela¬ 
tionship between Oswestry-based artilleryman 
Gilbert Bradley and infantryman Gordon Bow- 
sher is remembered. 

Hundreds of love letters were written by ro¬ 
mantics old and young to be burned and turned 
into a commemorative red diamond set in a 
new gold ring as part of a project to immortal¬ 
ise the young soldiers’ poignant story. It was 
unveiled for the first time at the weekend at 
a tea dance in the town that was attended by 
relatives of Mr Bowsher. 

The Gilbert and Gordon: From Ink, To Ash, 


To Diamond project was started after the 
men’s 600 letters were discovered on eBay by 
Oswestry Museum curator Mark Hignett. 

Mr Hignett said: “The tea dance was abso¬ 
lutely fantastic. It was well attended with well 
over 100 people there, some from the LGBT 
asylum seekers’ community in Birmingham 
who came in a coach, and a group of staff and 
students from Marches School designed the 
bunting. Matt Bowsher, a second cousin of 
Gordon presented the ring to myself and Char¬ 
lotte Phillips, the joint director of the museum. 
People came dressed up in period fashions, and 
we know that the hair salons in Oswestry were 
booked up all day as a result of the tea dance, 
there was live music and food by cafe Liar Liar 
while the deputy mayor Sandy Best gave a 
speech. We couldn’t have done the ring project 


without Corrie Davies, of Shropshire Council, 
and head of Heritage Open Days Annie Reilly, 
who attended, too.” 

The ring was designed by artist Olivia Win¬ 
teringham, of Birmingham’s Kiln, and was 
made and inscribed by Bristol’s Ami Pepper 
after the letter ashes were sent to St Peters¬ 
burg, Russia, to create the love diamond. Let¬ 
ters written by members of the public were 
collected in a special post box last September 
before being burned. 

Any leftover ash will be turned into pencils 
so that people can write love letters with love 
letters. Mark said he hoped to turn the tea 
dance into an annual event, running one each 
year until 2041 - the 100 year anniversary 
of the letters. The ring will be on display at 
Oswestry Museum. 


Bafta-winnerPaulretainshisfamilylinkstocounty 


AS production designer Paul Austerberry 
walked up to collect a prized Bafta at a glitter¬ 
ing televised ceremony in London, the cheers 
were being echoed all the way back in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

“The Baftas and the Oscars are equivalent to 
getting a gold medal in the Olympics,” said the 
Rev Preb David Austerberry, Paul’s uncle, who 
lives in Dovaston, near Oswestry. 

“When we were watching it on Sunday night 
and it said ‘the winner is Paul Austerberry’ it 
was amazing.” 


Paul was responsible for the stunning “look” 
of the acclaimed movie The Shape of Water and 
won a Bafta for best production design. And 
more glory beckons, as he has been nominated 
for an Oscar. 

Although Paul was born in Canada, he has 
strong family roots in Shropshire, and has 
made a point of making the journey to visit 
relatives in the county while passing through 
London on the way to film on location all over 
the world. 

“Although he came to London for the Baf¬ 


tas at the Royal Albert Hall, he couldn’t get 
here because he was in the middle of a film, 
otherwise he would have come to see my sister, 
Susan Jones in West Felton,” said Mr Auster¬ 
berry. 

“His father Peter - my brother - was born 
during the war at the vicarage in Roseway, 
Harlescott, Shrewsbury. My father Sidney Aus¬ 
terberry was the vicar of Harlescott all through 
my childhood and later became Archdeacon of 
Salop. My mother was Jennie Austerberry who 
in the very early days of the Shropshire Star 


used to write a weekly column.” Peter, a phys¬ 
ics teacher, emigrated to Canada in 1964 and 
Paul was born two or three years later, living 
in Toronto where he makes films. 

Paul’s grandfather Sidney Austerberry had 
been vicar of Great Ness before retiring and 
living in Shrewsbury. David himself was the 
rector of Kinnerley, Knockin, Melverley and 
Maesbury. 

Mr Austerberry has not spoken to Paul di¬ 
rectly after his Bafta success, and is looking 
forward to seeing the film. 


A PROPOSAL to build 17 flats on the site 
of a former social club has been recom¬ 
mended for approval by planners. 

Mid Wales Property has made the ap¬ 
plication to Powys County Council to con¬ 
struct the flats on the site of the former 
Welshpool social club in the Bron-y-Buck- 
ley area of the town. 

The application, which will be considered 
by a planning committee in Welshpool to¬ 
morrow (Friday), also includes a request to 
demolish the current building. 

The site is brownfield land located within 
the development boundary of Welshpool as 
defined by the Powys Unitary Development 
Plan. 

Welshpool Town Council has said the 
application should be refused, and a pub¬ 
lic meeting was held in the pre-application 
stage. Comments made by the council say 
that the scheme is an over-development of 
the site and the design does not comple¬ 
ment the properties around it. 

The council has also said access for emer¬ 
gency services vehicle has not been taken 
into account, there is no adequate parking 
and there is inadequate access for wheel¬ 
chairs 

Despite the objections to the recommen¬ 
dation, planners said it broadly complies 
with the planning policy and recommended 
it for approval. 

Councillor in 
call for probe 
on allowances 

A TOWN councillor has called for an in¬ 
vestigation into the “scandalous waste of 
money” being spent on county councillors’ 
special allowances. 

Shropshire Council last week considered 
an independent report into councillors’ 
allowances that recommended to freeze 
councillor’s basic allowances and increase 
the pay to leader Peter Nutting by more 
than £5,000. 

However Cllr Nutting said he did not 
want that to happen and councillors voted 
to send the report back to the independent 
panel for reconsideration. 

Duncan Kerr, a Green councillor who 
sits on Oswestry Town Council, believes a 
recommendation to cull the payments for 
special responsibilities was ignored. 

He said: “The report, considered by the 
council, notes that the basic allowance is 
already above average and recommends a 
significant cull in the payment of special 
responsibilities reducing them by either 25 
per cent or 50 per cent and in some cases 
deleting them entirely.” 

He said the special allowances payments 
are a “scandalous waste of money”. 

Councillor Kerr has now written to the 
Minister for Local Government, urging 
him to investigate the allowances for spe¬ 
cial responsibilities.

Few car companies enjoyed the same 
success as Volvo during 2017 with a 27.7 
per cent profit increase and sales up by 
seven per cent. 

The results mirror a comprehensive 
transformation of the company’s finances 
and operations with clear strategies around 
electrification, autonomous drive and 
connectivity contributing to the sales growth. 

In context that means bosses at Volvo know 
exactly where they are taking the company 
and the S90 D4 R-Design is a classic 
example. 

Alternative 

At launch its arrival paved the way to pick 
up executive car sales from the likes of 
Audi, Mercedes and BMW. R-Design was 
the missing link but now it’s in showrooms 
offering the sporty alternative to the range. 

R-Design trim has already played a big part 
in the rest of the Volvo range, accounting 
for about half of all its fleet sales, so it was a 
surprise that it was not included at launch.

There’s atop speed of 140mph and 
0-60mph in just 7.9 seconds so you can see 
just how powerful the D4 R-Design is and with 
low C02 emissions and combined fuel figures 
of 64.2mpg it’s obvious why this model is so 
attractive to the executive fleet buyer.

The boot is power-operated 

with 17-inch alloys with lowered suspension 
offering a firmer ride and better body control. 
There are three driving modes: Eco Drive, 
Comfort and Dynamic. 

The cabin is dominated by a nine-inch 
centre console touch screen system housing 
Sensus Navigation with full European 
mapping with traffic information and lifetime 
map updates and a voice control system. 

Sensus control allows the driver to access 
a range of web apps and browse the internet, 
or even book a service with the nearest Volvo 
dealership while sitting comfortably in leather¬ 
faced upholstered seats.

European debut for Ford's 
Edge after major makeover 



Aesthetic changes across the new Edge range include a wider grille 


The new Ford Edge is making its 
European debut with a sporty 
new trim level, a raft of driver 
assistance systems and a meaty 
new powertrain. 

One of the major highlights of 
the American firm’s updated SUV 
is the new 2.0-litre EcoBlue diesel 
engine, offered for the first time on 
this continent. Making 235bhp, the 
unit uses one smaller and one larger 
turbocharger that work together at 
lower engine speeds to improve 
responsiveness, while the larger 
turbo works alone at higher engine 
speeds to boost power. 

The engine is mated to a new eight- 
speed automatic transmission and 
all-wheel drive, and meets the latest 
Euro 6 emissions standards.

high-performance engines found 
on the full ST models. Here on the 
Edge, it gets new-look front and rear 
bumpers, a wide mesh grille, colour- 
coded body panels and 20-inch alloy 
wheels as standard.

Harrison took charge in May 
2017 after six years with Welsh 
Premier League TNS, but was 
sacked in the wake of his side’s 2-0 
loss at Halifax which saw fans pro¬ 
test at the end of the game. 

Pools, who were relegated from 
the English Football League last 
season, remain up for sale as own¬ 
ers HtJFC Holdings Limited look 
for new investment. 

Fans crowdsourced money to 
help the financially-troubled club 
cover wages and running costs as 
they tried to avoid administration 
earlier this season. 

His record as Pools boss was 10 
wins from 36 games, with 16 losses 
and 10 draws.

FAW all set 
for shake-up 
of structure 

THE Football Association of Wales has 
voted in favour of restructuring the 
Welsh football leagues which will see 
108 clubs involved in the top three tiers. 

Twelve teams will still feature in the 
Welsh Premier League, with two 16- 
team leagues in the second tier (Cymru 
Alliance and Welsh League), and four 16- 
team leagues in the third tier, including 
the Spar Mid Wales League. 

The new pyramid structure will be im¬ 
plemented through a phased approach 
over the coming seasons, beginning in 
2019-2020. 

The changes to tier two will be imple¬ 
mented in time for 2019-20, and the tier 
three adjustments will be made in time 
for 2020-21. 

Both Leagues in tier two will see the 
champions promoted, with two clubs 
from the Welsh Premier relegated. Six 
clubs will be promoted from tier three, 
the champions from each league, and 
two runners-up, following play-off 
games. 

The FAW Council hopes the changes 
will help address some of the challenges 
experienced at a local, regional and na¬ 
tional level. 

Common complaints about the current 
set-up include an imbalance between the 
number of clubs and leagues in certain 
regions, inconsistencies associated with 
promotion and relegation and long trav¬ 
elling distances for teams. 

“When you look at the existing pyr¬ 
amid it’s quite unbalanced. So we’ve 
pretty much started from a blank sheet 
of paper, with a model that best suits 
the domestic game in Wales, and the 
challenges that the clubs face at the mo¬ 
ment,” said Andrew Howard, FAW head 
of competitions. 

“The main outcome is it will lead to 
stronger and more sustainable clubs, 
and that’s a key objective for the FAW”

WELSHPOOL Ladies are celebrating 
their first win of the season in the North 
Wales Women’s Hockey League when 
overcoming basement rivals Ruthin La¬ 
dies. 

Just one goal was enough to clinch a 
1-0 verdict, Pool’s first league success at 
the 13th time of asking, and lifted them 
off the foot of the table at the expense of 
their rivals.
